THE BUDGET COMMITTEE REPORT 


During the Conference Year 1926-1927 there was paid by the pas- 
toral charges for World Service interests of the church the sum of 
$51,514. By the action of conference an additional sum equal to 10 
per cent of the contributions to World Service was authorized for the 
support of the Wesley Foundation work within the conference and of 
the Old Peoples Home. 

The Committee recommends the continuance of this program for 
the year 1927-1928. 

We recommend that $3500 as.allowed last year be again accepted 
as the allowance for Kimball School of Theology for the year 1927- 
1928. 

We approve the resolution that the interests of the Portland 
Settlement Center be presented to the Pastoral charges on the last 
Sunday of October, to the end that the $5,000 remaining of the $50,- 
000 to be raised locally to secure the $50,000 to be given by the 
National Woman’s Missionary Society be.raised and that the Commis- 
sion on the Portland Settlement Center already raised be authorized 
te make the necessary plans to carry out this recommendation.

The Wesley Foundation Commission of the Oregon Conference 
begs to submit the following: 

ily The Commission recommends the nomination and election of 
the following persons to compose the Wesley Foundation Commission 
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of this Conference for the conference year next ensuing; the resident 
Bishop of the Portland Area; the District Superintendents of the 
Oregon Annual Conference; the pastor of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of Corvallis, Oregon; the pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Eugene, Oregon; F. C. Taylor: Mark Pike; M. T.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HOSPITALS AND HOMES 
WESLEY HOSPITAL 


Wesley Hospital, of Marshfield, Ore., is a Grade “A” standard 
institution, approved as such by the American College of Surgeons. 
It has a capacity of 75 beds. July last it closed its second year of 
splendid service. We are justly proud of the record which it is mak- 
ing. Every effort has been made by all connected with its advance- 
ment to place the hospital upon a solid and paying finaricial basis. 
We are glad to report that the average monthly deficit for the year 
is greatly reduced. 


The institution carries 6 per cent interest bearing bonds to the 
amount of $110,000.00. During the year the Board of Directors in- 
curred an additional indebtedness of $9,400.00, occasioned by loan 
from the bonding agents, Bitting & Co., of St. Louis, and applied upon 
interest upon the bonds. This loan is secured by the Board of Di- 
rectors through the Oregon Conference Board and the General Board 
of Hospitals and Homes. Bills accruing from current operation 
amount to $4,000.00. 


The assets of the institution, represented by appraised property 
valuations, building fund pledges, accounts receivable, field pledges 
and miscellaneous funds, has a total of $152,619.00, as against the 
total liabilities of $123,400.00. 


Arrangements have been made whereby the Hancher Financial 
Corporation of Chicago will direct a campaign for funds in South- 
west Oregon in the near future. The objective at this time is $65,000.- 
00. We recommend the approval of the conference in this project 
with the distinct understanding that thig Conference is in no way re- 
sponsible financially. 


We recommend the continuance of one or more secretaries giving 
full time in the field the coming year. 

We wish to commend the work of the present Executive Secre- 
tary, J. B. Coan, for his able presentation of the hospital cause in the 
Churches, and for the diligence which he has shown in his labors. 


We again recommend that all our churches and pastors accord 
the Secretary the fullest co-operation and support in his efforts to 
promote the interests of Wesley Hospital throughout the Oregon 
Conference, and that he be welcomed to the pulpits for the presenta- 
tion of the hospital cause.

336 OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


The genial, able, consecrated spirit of Rev. C. I. Andrews, the 
Conference Director of Religious Education, is making itself felt in 
every charge where he has been able to co-operate in building the 
Kingdom program. He has promoted Week Day and Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools wherever possible and hag cultivated the field through 
visitation and correspondence in an effective way. 


One year remains for the plan under which We are operating with 
the Board of Education, sharing Mr. Andrews’ time between Kimball 
and the Field. During this time Dr. Trenery and the Board have 
cooperated in a most helpful way. We should be ready for a full 
time field man next year and provide for his adequate support as is 
done by our neighboring Conferences. The response this year from 
the Sunday Schools, which are asked to provide $1000 toward our 
Conference program, has been much better than formerly. 


Leadership Training is one of the major needs of our church 
program. Districts should be organized for making possible this 
training for all workers in the Sunday School, the Epworth League 
and Missionary education. 


The Week Day School development is strategic and full of prom- 
ise. The Daily Vacation Bible School offers an opportunity which 
most churches have passed up and neglected. Plans for this type of 
school should begin early in the year. 


The duplication of work in church programs among our Young 
People caused the last General Conference to effect legislation look- 
ing toward a unified approach to the problem. Following that lead, 
and inspired by the message of Dr. Hargraves to the Conference, your 
Board of Religious Education recommends that a program of Mission- 
ary Education for the local church be made a project of our Con- 
ference for this year. Hpworth League, Sunday School, Missionary 
Societies might well unite in the formation of a Missionary Council 
to coordinate the Missionary Hducation in the Church.

CHAMPOEG COMMISSION 


The Oregon Conference displayed good judgment by establishing 
“Methodist Day’. at Champoeg. This has been evidenced by the two 
celebrations observed on the historic grounds. The first was on July 
5, 1926, anniversary of an assembly at Champoeg, which gave to the 
early settlers of Oregon a provincial government in reality. That as- 
sembly was presided:over by the Rev. Gustavus Hines. Our day at 
Champoeg this Conference year came on July 4, 1927. The interest 
and enthusiasm of our first observance seemed not to have waned. 
The people did not fail the Spirit and intent of our church. This year 
thought and feeling gathered about the coming, 80 years ago, of the 
Rev. William Roberts and the Rev. James H. Wilbur to this field 
awaiting religious and civil cultivation. Dr. W. W. Youngson, chair- 
man of the Commission, was in charge of the exercises of the day. 
Every courtesy was shown to us by Mr. Tozier and his sister, Mrs. 
Weathend, in charge of the grounds and building of the Champoeg 
State Park. Weather was ideal, grounds clean and pleasant. A quar- 
tet of young men furnished music. The Hon. W. C. Hawley of our 
own state and representative in Congress was the speaker at the 
morning hour. His address on “The Pioneer Spirit in American Life” 
was befitting to the eccasion, able in facts presented and exalted in 
moral tone. The afternoon services called forth three utterances of 
high order. Dr. R, N. Avison treated “The Educational Value of the 
Memorial,” Rev. T. D. Yarnes spoke on Rey. William Roberts and 
Rev. M. T. Wire gave an address on Rev. James H. Wilbur. The names 
Roberts and Wilbur will ever live in the early pioneer history of 
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Methodism in the Oregon Country. It ig the sense of your Commis- 
sion that “Methodist Day” at Champoeg, with annual observance, be 
perpetual.

Leaves have their time to fall, 

And flowers to wither at the North Wind’s breath 
And stars to set—But all, 

Thou hast all seasons for thine own, O Death! 


We are reminded of these words of Mrs. Hemans as we look over 
the roster of those who have gone out from parsonage homes in our 
Conference during this last year. There are seven vacant chairs and 
those who once occupied them range in years from seventeen to sev- 
enty-seven. In this list we find two ministers, one retired and one 
effective, one minister’s widow, two wives of our retired brethren, and 
a son and a daughter of parsonage homes. 5 


Rey. Edgar Sutton Mace was born in St. John, New Brunswick, in 
1359. Early in life he was converted and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. He graduated from Drew Theological Seminary in 
1885 and joined the Wilmington Conference, where he served for 15 
years. Then he was transferred to the New York Hast Conference, 
where he served for ten years. In 1908 he was made Dean of Union 
College, Barberville, Kentucky. Later he was transferred to the Ore- 
gon Conference and served successively six charges in this Conference, 
ending at Woodlawn in Portland. Ili health made it necessary for him 
to retire in the fall of 1923, when with his wife he moved to Pasa- 
dena, California. Brother Mace was a quiet, scholarly preacher, char- 
acterized by Dr. J. T. Abbett as unusually sweet spirited, unselfish and 
optimistic. He is survived by a wife and two sons. 


J. Willard DeYoe was born in Keota, Iowa, in 1876. He was con- 
verted in the United Brethren Church, but later united with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal communion. He was active in the Sunday School and 
Young People’s Societies and early felt the call to preach. In 1898 
he joined the Iowa Conference. He entered Iowa University and upon 
graduation from that institution entered Garrett Biblical Institute. 
Upon graduating’ from this school he was transferred to a Kansas 
Conference, where he occupied several important pulpits. During the 
latter part of his ministry in Kansas ill health dogged his footsteps 
and about three years ago he removed to Oregon in the hope of find- 
ing the physical relief denied him elsewhere. He served Westport 
and Wauna, Medford, and finally Leslie Church, Salem. This proved to 
be his last appointment for here in May his earthly work was fin- 
ished. Intensely evangelistic and earnest, a beautiful singer, very 
genial and friendly, he has a record of great successes in his pastor- 
ates. He is survived by a wife and an adopted son, Paul DeYoe. 


Mrs. Henrietta L. Cain, wife of Rev. J. D. Cain, a retired member 
of the Oregon Conference, died suddenly of heart failure while walk- 
ing on the beach at Waldport, Oregon, July last. Mrs. Cain was born 
in Indiana in 1863 and was married to J. D. Cain in Illinois in 1884.

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She spent 32 years of her married life in a Methodist Parsonage, It 
is recorded of her that she was ever an attentive mother and a kind 
and helpful wife. She left to mourn her her husband, two sons and 
a daughter. The body was laid to rest at Summit, Oregon. We let 
Mrs. Hemans once more voice our feelings: 


We know when moons shall wane, 
When summer birds from far shall cross the sea, 
When autumn’s hue shall tinge the golden grain— 
But who shall teach us when to look for thee? 


Mrs. Blizabeth Heywood Snyder was born in Nebraska in 1872 and 
passed away in June 1927. The second daughter of Rev. Charles Hey- 
wood, she early learned the meaning of responsibility when her 
mother died, leaving her as a child of six years to assist in the home. 
Her father was a rugged pioneer of the Kingdom, and had a large part 
in the building of that Kingdom in the Nebraska country. She had 
a strong physical vitality, a keen intellect and a tremendous power of 
the spirit. She was the mother of six children, the eldest of whom 
died at six years of age. There survive her her husband, two sons 
and three daughters. Her husband writes: “She was very useful in 
the work of the church, especially in the Woman’s Missionary Socie- 
ties. In her earlier life by her own efforts she secured an education 
in the public schools and normal schools of Nebraska, and for eight 
years was a teacher in that state. Her last illness was very painful, 
but she bore the cross of her suffering with heroic faith and certain 
hope. For nearly a year letters, telegrams and flowers came from 
every part of the Northwest, showing the esteem in which she was 
held. 


No one who has attended the Oregon Conference in recent years 
has failed to observe on the front seat at every regular session the 
bent form of Brother T. J. Jones, with Mrs. Jones sitting beside him. 
Last Conference Brother Jones was missing, and this Conference we 
see his wife no more. For on April 3rd she entered the saints’ ever- 
lasting rest. She was born in Astoria in 1850, “a native daughter of 
the Golden West.” In 1868 she was married to Brother Jones, and 
for more than forty years with him served Methodist churches all 
over the Oregon country. She is survived by three sons and one 
daughter. We wonder today if the passage of scripture which lin- 
gers most clearly in the earthly memories of these two departed 
saints is not that rapturous expression of Saint Paul’s when he says: 
“And so shall we ever be with the Lord!” 


June 14, 1927, John A. Allen, the son of our supply pastor at Dil- 
lard, Oregon, Rev. T. F. Allen, passed away at the age of 27. He 
leaves a wife and three sons, 


Virginia Elizabeth Sibley daughter of Rev. and Mrs. F. R. Sibley, 
was born at Yang Chow, China, in 1910, and passed away at Tigard 
April 2 of this year. Another quotation from Mrs. Hemans seems 
fitting here: 


“Youth and the opening rose may look like things 
Too lovely for decay, and smile at thee— 

But thou are not of those who wait the ripened bloom 
To seize their prey.’ ’ 


The circumstances of her passing were peculiarly afflicting. Just 
crossing the road after alighting from a schoo] bus she was struck 
by a passing auto, and in a few hours a beautiful, promising life was 
ended. By her service at the piano, as well as by her beautiful voice 
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‘and in her visiting in her father’s parish, she was most gracious and 
helpful. She greatly endeared herself to the people of the communi- 
ties he served and there was every promise for a most useful life. It is 
hard sometimes under these circumstances to repeat: 


“And early called how blessed are they 
Who wait'in heaven their harvest day.” 
This ends our list. How bare, how meager. this enumeration. 


Would that we might have entered into those details which really 
make up life—the prayers, the ideals, the hopes, the struggles, the 
victories! But that is not for us now. The real glory of these lives 
was hidden in those recesses of the soul where God alone had en- 
trance. But when the books are opened and we “know as we are 
known,” then these “righteous shall shine forth as the sun in the 
Kingdom of our Father.” 


“Give me the wings of faith to rise 
Within the veil and see 

The saints above—how great their joys, 
How bright their glories be! |- -.-- 


Once they were mourners here below 
And poured forth cries and tears, 

They wrestled hard as we-do now 
With sins and doubts and fears.

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RULES OF ORDER 


1.—The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 A. M., and 
close at 11:45 A. M., the devotional services to be under the direction 
of the Bishop. 

_2.—The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall have 
the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 

3.—The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the question shall 
be taken without debate. Provided, that after the President shall have 
stated the reason for his decision, the appellant may give the grounds 
of his appeal. 

4.—The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise or- 
dered by the Conference. 

5.—All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if the 
President, Secretary, or any member requests it. 

6.—No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

7.—When a motion is made and stated by the chair, a resolution 
offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of the Con- 
ference. 

8.—No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under 
consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption or re- 
jection, unless one of the following should intervene, which motion 
shall have precedence in the following order, viz: 


(1 The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 
(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 
(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 

9.—Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the Presi- 
aent, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs 
from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 

10.—No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten minutes 
at any one time, nor more than once on the same question, until all 
have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by the Conference, 
which shall b decided by vote without debate. 

11—Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when he 
considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 

12.— When speaking, each member shall have due regard for the 
feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and personal 
reflections. 

13.—The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of 
one-third of the members present. 

14.—When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be in 
order for a member who voted with the majority to move a reconsid- 
eration. 

145.—A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall be 
decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to a fixed 
time. 
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16.—No member shall absent himself from the Conference with- 
out leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to attend. 

17.The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and no 
member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any question, and 
all members inside the bar shall vote upon all questions, unless they 
are excused by the Conference. 

18.—Visitors who address the Conference by permission shall not 
be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unanimous con- 
sent. 

19.—All expressions of approval or disapproval during the pro- 
gress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 

20.—In case an executive session be ordered, only members in 
full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present and voting. 

21.—These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended except 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


GENERAL RULES 


1.—The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to transfer 
into our Conference more men than are transferred out; not to bring 
men to places within our bounds without careful and equitable ad- 
justment for all; but this rule shall not be construed to the injury of 
our developing work or so as to embarrass the authorities in provid- 
ing for new work. 


2.—All changes involving Conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon cre- 
dentials from other churches and for admission into full membership 
shall be referred to a Committee on Conference Relations; and no 
such change of relations shall be granted, nor any such candidate 
admitted, until such Committee shall have made its report. 


3.—Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on trial 
or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go into exe- 


cutive session (when necessary said session to convene Friday at 1:30 
P. M.). 


4.—No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Conference 
who is over forty years of age. 


5.—All committees or societies to whom are committed matters 
requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide the pro- 
gram for such service. 


6—Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7.—The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately after 
the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference standing. 


8.—At the close of each Conference session the District Superin- 
tendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, composed of one 
member from each district and one from the Conference at large, 
which shall be placed upon the list of standing committees. Each 
District Superintendent shall report to his committee the death of any 
minister or wife, or children of any minister, which may occur in his 
district. The chairman of this committee shall note the death of any 
member of the Conference or the wife of any such member, and then 
confer with the members of the committee. The memorial service 
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shall be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional services and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by the 
committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shal] have full con- 
trol of the Conference memorial service. 

9—The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise ordered 
by vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees. 

10.—The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the 
proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall be the 
official record of the Conference. He shall have power to edit all re- 
ports of boards and committees, said reports to be submitted to him 
in double-spaced, typewritten form only. He shall take charge of the 
journals and Conference papers, keep them safe and have them for- 
warded to the place of Conference sessions. 

11.—No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Conference 
Course of Study who is conditioned upon more than one study. 

12.—The President shall provide for closing up the business of 
the final session of the Annual Conferen~- that due and sufficient 
time shall be given for proper devotional services just preceding the 
reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste or disorder at 
such time be manifest. 

13—-All statistical and treasurer’s reports from pastoral charges 
shall be in the hands of the Conference Statistician or Treasurer not 
later than noon of the second day of the Conference session. Any re- 
ports presented thereafter may be received but not tabulated. 

14—It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules in 
the Conference Journal. 

15—An executive session shall be the order of the day, on Fri- 
day of each Conference session at 10:30 A. M. 

16—These general and standing rules shall not be altered nor 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting. 

17.—Any matter involving personal assessments or subscriptions 
from members of the Conference shall require a two-thirds vote of 
the Conference to make the action valid.
